Toll Road Bond 
Issue Ruled Valid 


SPRINGFIELD, 111 flp-The Illi­ 
nois Supreme Court today ruled the 
proposed 415 million-dollar bond is­ 
sue to finance the threc-pronged 
northwest Illinois toll roads system 
i f valid. 
»The high court 
said the only 
question to he derided was whether 
the proposed construction could he 
financed by a single bond issue or 
three separate series of bonds. 
The court noted that the 1955 leg 
islature failed to pass an amend 
njcnt which 
would 
have 
“ made 
clear its intention that a separate 
Jiffies of bonds should be issued 
for each highway.” 
“The legislative action relied on, 
however, is equally consistent with 
the views of the General Assembly 
considered that the existing statute 
made 
its intentions 
sufficiently 
clear that an amendment was un 
necessary.” 
The court's derision means the 
Illinois Toll Highway Commission 
can make delivery of the 
bond 
issue by Dec. 20, the new dead 
line 
set by the 
563 
investment 
bankers selling the bonds.

Taliarico had become trapped at 
11:15 a rn KST when swift under­ 
water current- tangled his lines 
around a dummy mine he was try­ 
ing to recover. The mine contained 
scion! fie instruments and photo­

Ordnance Laboratory in Washing 
ton 
Hampered by Tides 
The 20 divers who took part in 
the rescue 
were hampered 
by 
strong tides, and by the darkness 
at the depth where Taliarico was 
trapped 
When 
f r e e d , 
Taliarico 
was 
brought slowly to the surface to 
prevent him from suffering an at­ 
tack of the dread divers’ disease 
known as “ the bends,” which re ­ 
sults from a too sudden change in 
pressure. 
The diver emerged from the chill­ 
ed water smiling despite his be­ 
numbed arms and legs and told 
rescuers he was “ glad to be out.” 
At the surface he was examined 
by doctors and ru-hed into a de 
compression 
chamber 
for four 
hours so that he could gradually 
adjust to the lighter pressure above 
ground, 
His wife watched through a win­ 
dow in the chamber, smiling en­ 
couragement. When T a l i a r i c o 
emerged, she ran into his arm s for 
an embrace and long kiss.

were 1 roiling through tears. 
Taliarico,

for the night in the infirmary at 
the Naval Ordnance Laboratory at 
Solomons.

Curtice Defends 


GM Practices at 
Senate Hearing 


President Says 
Firm's Success Due 
To Managem ent 


WASHINGTON IP*— Harlow

Curtice denied today that the Gen 
erat Motors Corp. has resorted to 
unfair 
or questionable 
business 
practices to become tho world’s 
largest industrial concern 
The president of General Motors 
told .Senate investigators that the 
giant auto firm’s success is due 
largely to superior 
management 
making the most of the nation’* 
tremendous economic growth in the 
past 35 years. 
“ I know of no management or 
ganization that ha- a higher stand 
ard of business ethics, a greater 
sense of public responsibility or 
a more genuine 
regard for the 
equities of the various groups with 
which we have contact—customers, 
employes, suppliers, dealers and 
shareholders,” Curtice said in a 
97 page 
statement 
prepared for 
presentation to the Senate monop­ 
oly subcommittee 
Previous to his testimony, Cur­ 
tice heard himself denounced by 
one of his own auto dealers a* an 
“ arrogant, selfish dictator.” 
The charges were contained in a 
letter from M 
ll Yager, Albany, 
N. 
Y., 
Pontiac dealer, who 
sat 
across a table from Curtice at the 
hearing while the letter was 
ing read. 
For the past 
four weeks, 
subcommittee has been making a 
“ ca-e study” of General Motors 
to determine its effect on the na 
tion’s economy 
Most of the previous testimony 
has been unfavorable to General 
Motors. Numerous witnesses have 
charged the giant concern used un 
fair or questionable practices to 
dominate allied fields, as well as 
the auto industry 
A parade of disfranchised deal­ 
ers Wednesday and T h u r s d a y 
charged that General Motors had 
tossed them 
aside because they 
didn’t sell enough cars to .satisfy 
Curtice and other top GM officials. 
Some testified that Curtice per 
serially turned them down when 
they appealed to him in Detroit. 
One such dealer, Lee C. Ander 
son of Lake Orion, Mich., toxified 
that Curtice called him “ a Red” 
because of his vigorous opposition 
to a GM policy of .selling autos at 
co-t price to foremen and some 
other factory employes. 
Some te-tified 
that 
they were 
pressured into registering Chevro­ 
lets as having been sold even be­ 
fore they reached I he dealer—to 
make the GM car look better in 
its sales race with Ford. 
Curtice couched his defense of 
GM practices in general terms and 
didn't 
reply directly 
to 
specific 
charges made by previous witness­ 
es 
But 
subcommittee members 
and its staff indicated they later 
would question him closely. 


White House Conference 
Urges Federal Aid for 
Schools in Formal Report

WASHINGTON <Cfh— The White 
House conference on education ad­ 
vised President Eisenhower today 
that the nation must “spend m o m 
of our wealth" on schools. 
The advice was contained in a 
formal report telling the President 
that tho 1.8(H) delegates favored 
more 
federal 
money 
for 
public 
schools by a better than two to­ 
nne margin 
The proaid stand, indicated by 
the delegates earlier, was confirm­ 
ed Thursday night at the final ses­ 
sion of the historic four-day con­ 
ference. 
Marion B. Folsom, secretary of 
health, education, and welfare re­ 
sponded to the conference’s im.ro­ 
an! plea 
wi th a “confident” pre­ 
diction that the administration will 
s u b m i t to Congress next year a 
"broadened 
and 
improved” 
pro­ 
gram of federal help for building 
schools 
Federal aid was the most con­ 
troversial issue before the confer­ 
ence in its discussion of how to 
meet a current shortage of 203,450 
classrooms and 
141.000 qualified 
teachers and other school problems. 
The delegates’ answer made it 
clear that the states and local com­ 
munities, too, must do more for 
the schools.

The nation has enough money to 
provide good schools, their report 
declared, but the problem is v beth 
tar it will spend enough. 
Specifically the conference 
ommended: 
Federal aid for building public 
schools. 
It opposed aid for private 
or parochial 
schools. 
Delegates 
split about evenly on whether fed­ 
eral aid should be provided for 
school operating expenses. 
More state aid, especially far 
poorer school districts. 
Fund Raising Difficult 
Easing of legal tax and bonding 
restrictions which prevent states 
and local communities from racing 
enough money for good schools. 
More pay for school teachers and 
better fringe benefits for them. 
Consolidation of poor and ineffi­ 
cient school districts. 
The conference recommended 
and Folsom abreed — that federal 
aid should bring no federal control 
over the schools, should be based 
on need, and should not decrease 
state and local funds for schools. 
Federal aid backers immediately 
interpreted the conferences’ posi­ 
tion as providing powerful support 
for

eral in charge of the tax division 
in 1951 at Mr. Trurnan’s request. 
Harry I. Schwimmer, a Kansas 
City attorney, also was indicted. 
Connelly, who was charged with 
receiving SI.60 from, Schwimmer 
in 1952 for his role in influencing 
a tax case, blamed the indictment 
on “a little group of willful 
men 
now in power in Washington.” He 
said the group “ have called Harry 
S. Truman a traitor and now, be­ 
cause of my association with him. 
they arc calling me a crook.” 
Charges “Scapegoat” 
“ I defy that group of willful men 
cr anybody else to produce 
one 
shred of evidence that I have com­ 
mitted any offense against 
good 
morals or ethics or that I have 
violated any law of 
the 
United 
States,” 
Connelly 
said in

York where he i* a public rela­ 
tions counsellor. 
Caudle, who practices law

Hold Soviets 
Responsible for 
Eastern Sector 


Ambassador Makes 
Statement in 
Divided City

S 
Ambassador 
James B. Conant said today the 
United States will stay in Berlin 
and hold the Russians responsible 
for their sector of the city despite 
East German defiance of occupa­ 
tion regulations. 
( onant told a nows conference 
in th-* divided city that the United 
States* will “ continue to hold the 
Soviets responsible for the proper 
treatment of l \ S 
nationals." 
He *aid he traveled to Berlin 
from Bonn Thursday “ to give vis­ 
ible proof of the continuing in­ 
terest of the United States govern­ 
ment in the welfare of this bravo 
and important city.” 
The ambassador said his pres­ 
ence in Berlin “ further underlines” 
United States determination to re­ 
main in the city, a stand which 
was set forth in a -tiff note Conant 
presented to Soviet Ambassador 
G. M Pushkin Thursday. 
Denies East German Claims 
The note, similar in tone to notes 
presented by Britain and Franco, 
reaffirmed 
four-power occupation 
of the entire city 
It denied East 
herm a n claims to control of tho 
city by virtue of their "sovereign­ 
ty” by insisting that Russia still 
is responsible for control of the 
eastern sector. 
Conant referred to tho East Ger­ 
mans’ regime, which the West does 
not recognize, as the “ so-called 
German democratic republic." 
“ We insist we have the right of 
free circulation in Berlin, he said. 
“ We shall continue to exercise 
these l ights according to four-pow­ 
er agreements, and if new inci­ 
dents, which I do not expect, hap­ 
pen, we will protest again.” 
West Berliners feared a repeti­ 
tion of the 1948 Communist block­ 
ade of the city, designed to squeeze 
out the Western powers, which was 
broken only by a massive airlift of 
supplies. 
American officials in Washing­ 
ton doubted that the Russians ami 
East Germans will throw any out­ 
right 
physical challenge 
to the 
West, although all threatening pos. 
sibilities arc under constant study.
